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Milking the Taxpayers 

A British, woman, who la a member of Parlia- 
ment and Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Health, plans a tour of this country. Her purpose 
is to talk to groups of all kinds in praise of Eng- 
land's National' Health Service— the system under 
which the practice of medicine has been socialized 
,in that country. It Is reported that she la a gifted 

speaker. , ■' , / 

Anyone, of course, is entitled to advocate social- 
ized medicine. "But, what makes this visitor's tour 
interesting is its Auspices. The trip Is to be made 
under a Smlth-Mundt grant. And the Smlth-Mundt 
BUI, which became law in 1948, was passed by 
Congress "to promote the better understanding of 
the United States among the peoples of the world 
and to strengthen . international relations." The 
American taxpayers, of course, pay the bills for 
those who receive- the grants,' 

Just how talks on behalf of British socllalzed 
medicine can "promote the better understanding of 
the U. S." is extremely difficult to perceive. This 
country Is supposed to stand solidly on the side of 
maximum freedom- for all— and that means freedom 
lor the professions and enterprise no less than for 
individuals. Socialism, whether of medicine or any- 
thing else, is the great destroyer of freedom. Under 
socialism the government makes the rules and calls 
the tune and those affected have no choice but to 

obey. 

In short, one wonders why taxpayers should be 
assessed to subsidize projects, large or small, which 
5f successful would eventually destroy America as 

we know It. 

* * * 

No Blood From Turnips 

At the present time various labor groups are 
pressing for new or expanded pension systems for 
workers. An important contribution to the liter- 
ature on the subject recently was made by the head 
of the Southern Coal Producers' Association, The 
■coal industry has had extensive — and expensive! — 
■experience in the pension field. 

This spoksman dealt with the worker security 
■question in considerable detail. He stressed three 
•major points which, In his estimation, any company 
establishing or revising a pension and welfare fund 
should insist upon. First, the program must be 
.actually sound— no payments must be promised or 
projected beyond the 'ability of the lund to meet. 
Second, the fund must, anticipate payments which 
are reasonable" * from ' the standpoint of earnings, 
•stability of the business and expected market and 
"business conditions, ^nd at the same time give as 
•much benefit as possible to the retiring* worker. 
Third, under no circumstances should complete con- 
trol of the fund's dispensation be, left to union leader- 
ship. Once a pension fund has been established, 
•each worker participating should have a vested 
right in it, regardless -of whether, he belongs, joins, 
or resigns from a union. " ■• . 

This is a perfectly reasonable approach to the 



problem. The welfare of the worker Is inseparable 
from the welfare of the Industry that employs him. 
No worker benefit — good wages, steady employment, 
a pension, or anything else— can long be provided 
unless the Industry can sell Its product at a profit 
in a competitive market. You can't get blood from 
a turnip— a hamstrung Industry, .-■. . 

Revolutionary Concept 

A short time ago a man who .was a pioneer In 
low-cost mass distribution of foods died. The Port- 
land Orcgonian published an editorial In which/ It 
pointed out that this principle of merchandising has 
become practically universal. In conclusion, the 
paper made a significant observation— It said that 
he "had an Idea that eventually revolutionized " the 
lives of millions. The manufacture of Interchange- 
able parts, the assembly line, (to go <ar back) mova- 
ble type, and (still farther) the wheel were, all 
products of such ideas, Mt Is not always the scientist, 
the philosopher or the statesman who points the way 
to progress, Many times It Is the mechanic or the 
merchant, both too often scorned by the professional 
thinkers," 

Modern retailing certainly substantiates -that 
view. What mass distribution— based on the prin- 
ciple that very small unit profits - will add up to a 
satisfactory total profit If sufficient goods are sold 
— has done for our living standards can hardly' be 
exaggerated. . It has been applied to everything thut 
sells at ret nil— foods, clothing, furniture, appliances 
and so on down the list It has been one of the 
primary reasons why the vast majority of American 
families take as a matter of course, a* wealth of goods 
and commodities which seems unbelievable to the 
people of most other countries. Here is one of those 
revolutionary ideas which has brought a better life 
to all.
